pork is best served in the winter 
months. 
Roast Pig.—A pig for this pu rpose 
shou ld not be over fou r weeks old, 
and shou ld not be kept more than 
two or three day s after It is killed. 
The skin of a larger pig will not de­ 
velop tfiat desirable crackle which 1b 
one of the charms of the roast. 
The pig Is u su ally stu ffed with a 
pou ltry stu ffing, thou gh some like rice 
and cheese. 
The fore legs are skew­ 
ered forward and the hind legs back. 
The mou th is fastened open with a 
piece of wood or a cob, and when it 
is served the traditional apple Is u sed 
In Its place. 
The eaiB are protected

The oven shou ld be moderately 
hot, and Parting often improves the 
roast.

Stuffing for Goose.— I’so hot mashed 
potato highly seasoned with salt, pep­ 
per and parboiled

Moisten with one tablespoonfu l 
of bu tter and the y olk of an egg to 
each cu p of potato. 
Sprinkle a little 
sage over the potato, If liked. 
Steamed Apple Pudding.—Slice tart 
apples Into a deep dish.

Norfhwestern railroad, ru nning ou t 
of Chicago for example, skilled men, 
in pu rsu ance of the methods long ad­ 
vocated it is said by the Federation 
have been working among the em­ 
ploy es for 11 months in the effort to 
avert accidents. 
The plan i® linked 
closely with general liability policies 
¡which, it is claimed, the Federation 
has stood for.

Decreases for the 11 months have 
been figu red by Mr. Wright on this 
railroad as follows:

agree to the abdication of the emperor 
if he be given absolute spiritual con­ 
trol In China. 
This proposal to create 
a Chinese “ pope” is

widespread surprise and with much 
hostility. 
There is little chance that 
It would be accepted, as the southern 
rebels see in it an intrigue, whereby 
the Manehu dynasty might later re 
claim its old power. 
The acceptance 
of the proposal would mean a state ot 
affairs in China sim ilar to the position 
of the emperor of Jap an during the 
Shogunate. 
Yuan Shi Kal's Position Perilous. 
The position of Prem ier Yuan ¡Shi 
K ai is now positively perilous. 
Japan 
K e n i* to have entirely abandoned her 
attitude as favoring the retention oi 
the monarchy, and the premier, it is 
evident, will soon find himself in the 
embarassing position of having 
no 
support from any quarter.

February 11. 
The Chinese royal fam ily met again 
to consider abdication. 
The empress 
dowager and Prince Ching expressed 
themselves as being w illing to relin­ 
quish the throne, but the other princes 
again vigorously opposed abdication at 
this time. 
Prince Ching and the em 
press view with alarm the increasing 
popularity of Prince Kung, who they 
fear may attempt to usurp the throne. 
Prem ier’s Stand 
Disclosed. 
Prem ier Yuan Shi K ai gave his ap­ 
proval to the proposal that the nation 
al assembly convention be held either 
at Hankow or Tsingtau. 
The forty- 
four imperial officers who petitioned 
for abdication, it has become known, 
are all under the control of Yuan Shi 
Kai. 
This fact is regarded as highly 
significant of the present attitude ol 
the premier toward the situation. 
It is believed here that neither the 
rebels nor the republicans w ill observe 
the extension of the arm istice.
